CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

1. at least one sort of anti-psilosis activity gibberellins - effective concentration or effective dose **** - 
- the constituent for psilosis treatment characterized by things. 

2. Constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 whose concentration of at least one sort of 
gibberellins is 1x10-9 to ten to 6 g per lg of all constituents. 

3. It is the constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 or 2 of said gibberellins with which at 
least one sort of all exist in pollen suitably. 

4. It is the constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 to 3 of said gibberellins with which at 
least one sort of all exist in rye wheat wheat pollen suitably. 

5. At Least One of Said the Gibberellins (I) While Having Lactone Bridge Formation and Hydrogen of 
the 4th Place, Methyl, Hydroxymethyl, or Carboxy between the 4th Place and the 10th Place a request « 
a 13 place-OH radical and/or a 3 place-OH radical having - and/- or it has (ii)12 place hydrogen or 
a hydroxy group - [ - said gibberellins a request - at least one hydroxy group - suitable 12 place- 
OH or 13 place-OH, and/or at least one carboxy group - the 6th place is suitably esterified or etherified 
in - carboxy. ] The constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 to 4. 

6. at least one sort of said gibberellins - GA20 or 3-beta-OHGA 20 - it is ~ a request - at least one 
hydroxy group - suitable -- 12 place-OH or 13 place-OH and/or at least one carboxy group, and the 
constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 to 5 that sets the 6th place to - carboxy suitably, 
and is esterified or etherified, respectively. 

7. It is the constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 to 6 with which at least one sort of said 
gibberellins is suitably etherified or esterified through O-beta-association by the carbohydrate chosen 
from D-glucose, D-galactose, D-arabinose, and D-xylose. 

8. Constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 to 7 blended with pollen extract gestalt of one 
gestalt of liquid forms where at least one sort of said gibberellins is obtained by extract by desiccation 
form or gibberellin fusibility solvent. 

9. Constituent containing ethanol / water mixed liquor which said extracting solvent is aquosity and 
contains **** 4 - 25 capacity % for psilosis treatment according to claim 8. 

10. For the metal ion density range, the constituent concerned is a constituent for psilosis treatment 
according to claim 1 to 9 it is [ constituent ] 0-200mM, for example, 2-100mM, on the basis of all 
constituents suitably including mineral micronutrient (trace element). 

11. The constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 10 which said metal ion is Zn2+ and are 
other permissible zinc compounds physiologically [ when a mineral nutrient inserts into a zinc chloride, 
a zinc sulfate, a zinc oxide, and/or the constituent concerned ]. 

12. The constituent for psilosis treatment according to claim 1 to 1 1 whose constituent concerned is the 
gestalt of gel, a solution, or ointment. 

13. the Homo sapiens who is suffering the constituent according to claim 1 to 12 from a psilosis - the 
human psilosis characterized by applying to the scalp, and the approach for preventing a male sex 
hormone dependency psilosis suitably. 
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14. It is a method according to claim 13 of applying the constituent concerned for a long period of time 
of 1 - 5 times per day, and several months, and interrupting the application concerned by the idle period 
for one week every four weeks suitably. 

15. The approach according to claim 13 or 14 of applying 1 the 0.5-10m of the constituents concerned at 
the time of each application.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 

Constituent for treatment of the spoiled hair growth A technical field, the background of invention, and 
technical problem that should be solved This invention relates to the treatment of spoiled hair growth 
(psilosis) like a mammalian androgen psilosis, and use of the constituent suitably applied for the 
treatment of male pattern hair loss including the constituent containing gibberellins, and Homo sapiens. 
Since the technical thought of this invention is applied to the treatment approach of a progressive 
psilosis which is produced repeatedly, it can treat this symptom. Moreover, the approach of this 
invention can delay the final symptom of a psilosis. 

Hair can be classified into two types of the hair of the scalp, and the hair (for example, a supercilium, a 
jaw mustache, and thin pubes) of the other remaining body part, this invention - mainly — the scalp — it 
is turned to the treatment of a psilosis. 

The word a "psilosis" psilosis [ which is used in this specification ] Becoming means growth decline of 
hair of scalp, and includes a symptom which serves as appearance top HAGE to some extent. A psilosis 
can be divided into two groups with main diffusion mold (diffuse, diffuse) and spot mold (PATCHII, 
patchy). The type of the male most general psilosis is male pattern hair loss or an androgen psilosis 
(diffusion mold). 
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
